Short Description:

The south portion of Tampa Drive is regularly used for cut-through traffic from 124 and
Harding Place. Traffic is often heavy and speeding, making it unsafe for pedestrians using it to
access Haywood Elementary or the rest of the Hillborook neighborhood. Metro will evaluate
and implement traffic calming measures best suited to this road, as determined by their
traffic calming research and criteria.
